GRAND JURY FINDS 
PUGS KILLED StL 
SON EXONERATED 


August Poos, a South Broadway jew- 
eler for whose death his son, Edward, 
was held under a $5000 bond, was found 
by the grand jury, in its repert Fri- 
day, to have been self-slain. Expert 
testimony showed he had fired a bullet 
through his own heart. Edward Poos 
did not know until informed by the 
grand jury that he was not his father’s 
slayer. He was overjoyed when exon, 
erated from responsibility for his fa- 
ther’s death. 

An indictment was returned against 
him for assault, one shot he fired hav- 
ing gone wild. The Poos tragedy oc- 
curred May 17 in the jewelry store at 
Broadway and President street. After 
being shot at by his son, Poos shot 
and seriously wounded his wife, who 
Was approaching him, and then ran 
through the store, firing his revolver. 

The son believed until the report was 
returned that the two shots he fired at 
his father caused his death, but the 
grand jury, after an exhaustive investi- 
gation, found that only one of the bul- 
lets fired by the son hit August Poos. 
The fatal wound tn the heart, according 
to the grand jury report, was fired by 
August Poos. He died on the way to the 
City Hospital. 

Young Poos surrendered and told the 
police he had killed his father. He 
said he shot his father in defense of his 
mother’s honor. 

Young Poos was held under bond to 
await the action of the grand jury. 
After a two. days’ investigation, the 
jury accounted for every one of the six 
shots fired in the jewelry store and con- 
cluded that the elder Poos committed 
suicide. 

The first shot fired by Edward Poos 
struck August Poos in the small of the 
back, near the left side, and passed out 
on the right side, but it was a flesh 
wound and would not have been fatal. 
The second shot, which the son be- 
lieved to have been the fatal one, lodged 
in a counter. 

The grand jury’s investigation showed 
that the first shot fired by August Poos 
struck his wife in the abdomen and in- 
flicted a dangervus wound, from which 
she is recovering slowly at the City 
Hospital.

Union to see J. C. Graham, a patient 
from Kansas City. They said they 
found Graham with both eves black 
and black and blue places on his back. 
He told them he had been beaten by 
un attendant named Price. _ 


Overheard Talk of Cruelty. 
Several days later Dixon said he was 


in a barber shop in the city when Price 
entered. Dixon overheard him say that 
he had beaten up a patient at the hos- 
rital and quit when he feared the man 
was going to die, but that Dr. Ruhn had 
told him to come back as the man 
would get.well. 

Jacob Rosenfield, a St. Joseph pawn- 
broker, wept when he told of the treat- 
ment. of his wife, who was fintil her 
death several months ago, a patient at 
the hospital. Rosenfield said he had 
heen paying the hcspital $42 a month 
for a special nurse for his wife and that 
on visiting her he found the nurse ab- 
zent on a vacation with no substitute, 
although he was charged for her time. 

He also said that as soon as Kuhn 
succeeded Dr. Woodson as superintend- 
ent, the fare deteriorated, and was not 
proper food for insane persons. 

The examination ts conducted by W. 
K. Amick, an attorney recently ap- 
pointed as a member of the Hospital 
Board by Gov. Hadley. All questions 
tending to defend the course of Dr. 
Kuhn are asked by R. L. Spencer of St. 
Joseph, the only remaining Democrat 
and Folk appointee on the Board.

rick, convicted in 1900 of the murder 
of William Marsh Rice, a Texas mil- 
lionaire, teday lost the last battle in 
his niné years’ legal struggle for free- 
dom. The appellate division of the Su- 
preme Court in Brooklyn denied his ap- 
peal today for a new trial and the law- 
yer, in all probability, must spend the 
remainder of his life in Sing oe pris- 
on. 

Patrick’s final effort toward 
was dramatic in the’ extreme. Several 
times in the last few months he had 
come from his cell at Ossining to appear 
before the court to conduct his own 
appeal. His legal learning and natural 
abliity enabled him to make a strong 
plea. 


liberty 


He Asks Liberty or Death. 

Contending that the late Gov. Higgins 
had no right to commute his punish- 
ment from death in the electric chair to 
life imprisonment, he held that his con- 
stitutional rights had been violated and 
pleaded with the court to either set him 
free or send him to the chair. 

Other lawyers say that Patrick’s ca- 
reer at the bar would have been illus- 
trious had it not been marred by the 
crime of which he was convicted. 

William Marsh Rice, for whom Pat- 
rick had been conducting legal busi- 
ness, died Sept. 23, 1900. His death 
was first announced by his valet. 
Charles F. Jones. There was no sus- 
picion that the aged man had met with 
foul play until it was noticed that Pat- 
rick was in great haste to have the 
body cremated. 


Suffococited by Chloroform. 
The police invaded the Rice mansion 


when the funeral ceremony was in prog- 
ress and seized the body. Investigation 
proved that Rice had been suffocated by 
chioroform fumes and that slow poison 
had been administered to him. 

Patrick and Jones were arrested and 
the valet was convicted of the murder. 
He obtained his freedom by confessing 
the crime and accusing Patrick of using 
him as his tool. He said Patrick had tn- 
duced him to plead with Rice to will the 
lawyer his millions. 

Jones dramatically related how, when 
the’ slow poison seemed not to be work- 
ing effectually enough to suit Patrick, 
the lawyer bade him to saturate a 
sponge with chloroform. This was 
placed in a towel, twisted into the shape 
of a cone. The towel was held over 
Rice’s face until he died. 


mMerried After His Conviction. 
Patrick had wealth and influence to 


aid him in his fight for freedom. To 
show how confident he was of ultimate 
exoneration he married the landlady of 
a boarding house in which he formerly 
had lived. This was after his convic- 
tion. 

Of the many who believed in the in- 
nocence of Patrick, one of the staunch- 
est supporters has been John T. Milil- 
ken, millionaire St. Louis chemist, Pat- 
rick’s brother-in-law, who has spent a 
fortune to clear him of the charge. 

Early in the course of the trial Milli- 
ken made a public statement, in which 
he sald: “Albert Patrick is an innocent

The plan indorsed by the grand jury 
is similar to that advocated by State 
Senator Thomas E. Kinney, who has re- 
cently, in published statements, strong- 
ly urged the abandonment of the present 
school and the selection of a rural site.

Plea for Peace Brought About 
:py Republicans Anticipat- 
-ing Primaries.

PHILADELPHIA, June 4.—At noon it 


was anticipated that a settlement of the 
street ear strike which has. crippled 
transportation in this city for a week 


and which has resulted in rioting, blood- 
shed and ioss of property, would ve set- 
tled within a few heurs. President 
Brennan of th ecarmem’s union stated 
this morning that the terms agreed to 
by the company were acceptable to the 
union and that an end of the strike 
would be announced about noon. 

This prospect of peace was brought 
about by the Republican leaders of the 
city whose plans for tomorrow's primary 
elections have been interfered with by 
the spirit of turbulence that spread over 
the city in the last three dey-r. 

Letter From Mayor. 


After a conference in the City Hall 
which lasted until 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing, Mayor Reyburn made public a 
letter addressed to John B. Parsons, 
president of the Transit company, in 
whieh he offered terms for a settle- 
ment of the strike. He suggests among 
other things the following: 
‘‘All former employes shall 
stored to their former positions. 
“Your employes to form a representa- 
tive body which shall from time to time 
be accorded full opportunity to take up 
with the proper officers of the company 
any and all questions affecting the 
rights of employes. 
“The rate of wages beginning July 1, 
1908, to be 22 cents an hour. 

‘These conditions to continue for one, 
two or three years, as may be agreed 
upon.’’

President Parsons made an immediate 
reply, in which ‘he said: 

“After communicating with such 
members of the board as I have been 
able to reach, I answer that the com- 
pany accepts. your suggestions and 
stands ready to carry them out in their 
full intent and spirit.’”’

West One Hundred and Fiftieth street. 
He went in and his pursuers found in 
the vestibule a doorbell pushbutton, be- 
neath which was the name “Charles O. 
Backus.” The mysterious Backus had 
been run to earth at last. , 

Tells Men “Then I Am Rained.” 

The detectives went up to the Backus 
flat. Backus opened the door. When 
they told him they were officers of the 
law he staggered back and cried, ‘‘Then 
I am ruined!”’ . 

The detectives pushed into the flat. In 
the dining room they found what they 
wanted—the lottery properties. Spread 
out on the table was a great mass of 
tickets and draw'ng sheets, about 1530 
packages calling for a drawing June 4i, 
with a capital prize of $60,000, and other 
packages reacy ‘o be mailed, amony 
these being the ones addresséd to Smith 
and Sanger in St. Louis. 

Backus was arrested. It was learned 
that he lived with two sons ard a 
brother. A woman reiative in the house 
when the detectives arrived begged per- 
mission to so with the prisoner to jail. 
She said he wes ill and tnat she winted 
to be where she could give him medi- 
cinu, as the doctor had prescribed. 

Lackus anl his paraphernalia were 
taken to the Central District. Lecter 
Backus gave bond and was released, 
buc the lottery paraphernalia found in 
his ‘at was retained. The detectives 
say they obtained, from the addresses 
on the packages prepared for mallins, 
the names of agents cf the scheme in 
many cities. 

Postoffice inspectors in Cleveland, Cin- 
cinnati, Indianapolis, Chicago, Kansas 
City, Denver and California, as well as 
in St. Louis, were notified. 

A press dispatch from Cincinnati says 
postoffice inspectors there believe that 
the Mexican National Lottery had not 
obtained a strong foothold in the West 
since its business was disrupted by-a 
raid on its printing office and headquar- 
ters in San Antonio, Tex., two years 
ago. 

The detectives say that the man with 
the bundle, whom they followed to the 
Backus flat, was Theodore Saunders of 
Hackensack, N. J. He disappeared 
while Backus was being arrested, but 
the officers say they can get him with- 
out difficulty. They, believe Backus and 
Saunders owned the lottery as partners. 

Says Money All Is “Velvet.” i} 

Chief Postoffice Inspector Mayer of 
New York said that the lottery profits 
must have been enormous, as thousands

ered in regularly from. almost every 
sectign of the country, particularly the 
West. He had been unable, he said, to 
obtain evidence that an actual drawing 
ever had taken place or any prizes been 
paid. So far as his men had been able

NEW YORE: June 4.—A former United 


States Senator‘ and a man who once 
had a position of great prominence tn 
the customs service may be involved 
seriously in Sugar Trust frauds at the 
trial of six dock employes of the 
American Sugar Refining Co., set yes- 
terday to begin June 17, by Judge 
Hough in the United States Circuit 
Court. . 

While Henry L. Stimson and Winfred 
T. Dennison, appointed by Attorney- 
General Wickersham as special assist- 
ants to prosecute the Sugar Trust cases, 
are aiming to get at high executive of- 
ficers of the trust, who were respons!i- 
ble primarily for the frauds, there is 
another phase of the case to which they 
are giving serious attention. 


Are Rewarded With Dismissal. 
Evidence in their possession shows 


that from time to time since 189 the 
fraudulent weighing done by the Sugar 
Trust, by which it swindled the Govern- 
ment out of more than _ $11,000,000 In 
duties, was discoverea by honest cus- 
toms employes and reported to Govern- 
ment officials above them. They were 
rewarded for their honesty by either be- 
ing dismissed or transferred to places 
where they would not come itn contact 
with the Sugar Trust’s affairs. 

In tracing this extraordinary influence 
which permitted the Sugar Trust to rob 
the Government and was able to punish- 
ish honest Government employes, Messrs. 
Stimson and Dennison have run across 
the tracks of a former United States 
Senator and a former customs official. 
The evidence against them is not yet 
conclusive, but disclosures at the trial 
may supply missing links. If the Gov- 
ernment should be able to proceed crim!- 
nally against the these two men one 
of the biggest scandals in the history 
of the country probanty would follow. 
It would have widespread political con- 
sequences as an important branch of 
the Republican organtzation would be 
affected.

Physicians Say There Was 
Poison in Whisky Jacob- 
son Drank. 


Abraham Hoffman was arrested when 
he went to the Dayton Street Police 
Court Friday to answer to the charge 
of assaulting his prospective father-in- 
law, Ben Gessler, on the more serious 
charge of administering ‘‘knockout 
drops’’ to Isaac Jacobson, a witness in 
the Gessler case. When arrested Hoff- 
man protested his innocence of giving 
Jacobson the “knockout drops.”’ 

After drinking with Hoffman in a 
saloon at 1810 Biddle street Thursday 
night, Jacobson was found at midnight 
unconscious in one of his express wag- 
ons. Jacobson was to have been a 
witness against Hoffman in the as- 
sault case. 

He met Hoffman at 7 p. m. Thursday 
and was invited to have a drink. Ja- 
cobson says he took two drinks in the 
saloon and does not remember what 
happened afterwards. 

Mrs. Jacobsen says she met Hoffman 
a little later and was told by him that 
her husband would not return until 
midnight, and for her not to be un- 
easy. Hoffman has a reputation in the 
neighborhood of being a dangerous foe, 


and his message, intended to quiet Mrs. - 


Jacobson’s fears, caused her great 
alarm. 
Wife Finds Husband. 

She began a search for her husband. 
Finally she found him in the wagqan, 
with his feet hanging over the tallgate. 
Te all appearances he was dead. She 
called the neighbors and Jacobson was 
carried home. Dr. A, Ksen succevde:) 
in reviving him. 

He then told about drinking in the 
saloon with Hoffman, out could not 
remenber that anything was put into 
the two glasses of whisky he took. The 
police searched for Hoffman, but could 
not flad him. 

Hoffman's troubles began when he 
started out two months ago to find a 
wife. He engaged the services of a 
schatschen and was introduced to Miss 
Pearl Gessler of 1012 North Thirteenth 
street. Hoffman is 21 years old and 


ii lives at 1317 Carr street. 


Miss Beckie Graber, the schatschen, 
nursed the budding romance so carefully 
and, Ba 
Hoffrhan to Miss Gessler was soon an- 
nounced. 

Recalled His Gift. 
ffman gave Miss Gessler a gold 
watch worth $25 and money to buy a4 
new hat. He fell out with her later and 
recalled the gifts. Miss Gessler had him 
arrested for theft, but he was dis- 
charged. 

Following this incident, it is charged 
that two weeks ago he went to Gess- 
ler’s home and caused a disturbance. 
He assaulted Gessler and then tried to 
get the girl, who was hiding in the 
house, 

Jacobson, who lives in the same house 
with the Gesslers, was a witness to the 
assault. Jacobson says Hoffman threat- 
ened to beat him up if he testified 
against him in court. The police say 
Hoffman also attempted to intimidate 
Gessler so that he would not appear 
against him. 

These troubles are what led up to 
the knockout drops incident. Dr. Kean 
says that symptoms indicated that Ja- 
cobson had taken either morphine or 
é6pium, in small quantity, in his whisky. 
Jacobson told the police that he did not 
see Hoffman put anything in the whis- 
ky, but his condition could not be ac- 
counted for otherwise than’ on the 
theory that he had taken some poison 
in the ornk,

WASHINGTON, June 4.—No one was 
required to call for a quorum when the 
The events of last 


night in respect to personal references 
to Senator La Follette had caused a feel- 
ing that a storm was brewing, and 
nearly every senator was in his place. 
Contrary to the general expectation, 
the opening scene when Mr. La Follette 


‘Itook the floor was quite pacific. Mr. 


La Follette and Mr. Gallinger had a 
friendly exchange of gvords relating to 
the refusal of thee Wisconsin Senator to 
yield to his New Hampshire colleague 
for a question yesterday. 

Mr. La Follette then said he had not 
been sick yesterday, but after holding 
the floor over five hours did not feel 
in conditiédn to continue at night and had 
remained at home to rest. 

Turning toward Mr. Aldrich, Senator 
La Follette remarked that the Senator 
“stood on this floor as any other sen- 
ator. 

“He forgets it sometimes,” he added. 
Then, referring to the session of last 
evening as ‘‘sensational’’ to such an ex- 
tent as to obscure the debate of the 
day which had preceded, he turned to 
Senator Peurose of Pennsylvania, who 
sat in his place on the opposite side of 
the chamber, facing him. © 

Assails Penrose. 

“As to the remarks of the Senator 
from Pennsylvania,” he said, ‘I would 
suggest that he would render a very 
important service ,to the country and 
to his State if he would account for the 
way he spends his time when absen* 
from this body than in any effort to 
make an account for my time.” 

Sitting upright and leaning forward, 
Mr. Penrose gave close attention to 
every word of the Senator from Wis- 
consin. The galleries were crowded and 
the intense stillness seemed to presage 
a scene. 

“I might add,” continued the Senator 
from Wisconsin, ‘‘that no man could 
undertake to account for the where- 
abouts of the Senator from Pennsyl- 
vania without transgressing the rules 
of the Senate, and. I do not.’ 

Mr. Penrose interrupting, referred to 
an article in a magazine published by 
the Senator from Wisconsin as misrep- 
resenting himself and Pennsylvania. 

Reading the article complained of, Mr. 
Penrose was promptly answered by Mr. 
La Follette, who said the statements 
were taken from a newspaper and, 
when denied by that publication, were 
promptly withdrawn by his own maga- 
zine. 

Mr. Penrose asked to be referred to 
the denial and was assured that he 
would be furnished with the magazine 
containing it. Mr. La Follette then 
proceeded with his analysis of the tariff 
bill. 

Illustrating his remarks with samples 
that he said had been procured through 
the Chief Examiner of the New York 
Custom House, Mr. La Follette ex- 
plained the difference in duties carried 
by the pending bill and those imposed 
by the Dingley law, with the purpose 
of showing increases. 

Gave La Follette Chance to Rest. 

An opportunity to rest was afforded 
Mr. La Follette when Mr. Nelson sug- 
gested the absence of a quorum and the 
roll was called. Although 68 senators 
answered to their ,names, there were 
only 30 present after Mr. La Follette 
had resumed. 

He discussed at length the cost of 
mercerized fabrics. Upon being ques- 
tioned by Mr. Dixon, Mr. La Follette 
admitted that he had not taken into 
consideration an amendment which was 
adopted to the paragraph on cotton 
thread and carded yarn, and that he 
did not know how many of the 70 in- 
creases of his estimate had been reduced 
by that amendment.

He was loyal to his friends and would 
go the limit for them, and he was a 
fighter of renown when there were other 
great fighters in the fleld like Ed Butler 
and others of a lesser fame. 

Of late years his health has been none 
too good and he is getting on in years, 
but in the days ef his haleness Tom 
Wand was as well known and as much 
talked about as his haeks were used in 
adventures of pleasure by night. 


Should Be Exterminated.

Get 2c worth of ceckroach paste from 
your druggist, and spread it on pleces 
of paper and place in sinks, closets, pan- 
tries, etc., and not only will it kill all 
roach inhabitants, but will keep other 
colonies from forming. When the house- 
keeper remembers that a healthy pair 
of cockroaches will have a mililon de- 
scendants in a year should none of them 
die, the neceasity of exterminating the 
pests when first seen will be appre- 
clated, The unusually cold, damp spring

A SCHOOL OF POLITICS. | 

When Gov. Hadley urged the graduates of the 
State University to enter politics in order to ob- 
tain a revision of the revenue laws, so that the 
State may provide for the needs of the university, 
he gave them good practical advice. Every col- 
lege man should go into politics to promote, ‘with 
his trained intelligence and his energy, civiliza- 
tion and the highest social progress through good 
government. He should regard political activity 
as honorable and a necessury part of his life’s; 
work. He should not avoid opportunity for pub- 
lic service in or out of off.ce. Our universities 
will fall far short of their mission if they do not 
contribute men with the best p) “sical, mefital and 
ethical equipment for usefulness in all the activi- 
ties which concern the public welfare. 

But it is not clear that the “School of Politics,” 
with the most experienced and proficient politician 
in the State at the head of it, which the Governor 
suggested as a branch of the university, is 
either necessary or desirable. The scope of the 
political school ought to be more clearly defined. 
All branches of study which touch politics in the 
larger sense, such as history, political science, civil 
government, economics, sociology, are now in the 
university curriculum. Psychology covers as much 
of the study of the springs of action and the 
mind of the mass as one can learn without actually 
dealing with men. There is nothing left for the 
School of Politics and the high-browed politician- 
professor but the practical details of the art of 
running party organizations and getting out the 
votes. Some of the details of expertness in this 
work might well be eliminated and will be elim- 
inated under improved political conditions. A 
young man with a taste for politics does not need 
a course of study to master them. 

But there is one practical school of politics 
which ought to exist in every university. That 
is the self-government of the student body. In 
some grammar schools the experiment of govern- 
ment conducted by the pupils themselves is being 
tried with success. In several universities stu- 
dents participate in the college government 
through committees. The honor system at Prince- 
ton and the University of Virginia is enforced 
wholly by students. } 

But the universities should go beyond this and 

completely turn over the government of the 
student body to the students. A form of govern- 
ment modeled upon our own should be established 
and the students intrusted with its management. 
They should make their laws and enforce them 
through officers elected by themselves. 
» Not only would students in this way learn the 
details of government and of politics, but they 
would acquire with practical knowledge of polit- 
ical activities that fundamental art necessary to 
all free governments and to the highest social de- 
velopment, the art of self-government. ‘It would 
contribute to the realization of strong, independ- 
ent manhood and useful citizenship. 

Under the student government, with the faculty 
exercising supreme authority only on appeal, the 
problems of discipline and the disorders arising 
from arbitrary college government would quickly 
disappear. A university would be a democracy, 
where young men would meet as equals, responsi- 
ble for their own good conduct, and where, with 
the equipment gained from the laboratory and 
the classroom they would acquire by practical ex- 
perience the knowledge of politics and of govern- 
ment. Such a university would be a genuine 
school of politics. 
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The State Department and‘the Italian Govern- 
ment co-operated to-prevent the wedding of an 
American girl to a “bogus count.”

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PHILADELPHIA’S STRIKE. 

A street raNway strike offers unusual incentives 
for riot, disgrder and the destruction of property. 
It is the one opportunity given the mob for vent- 
ing its inherent wrath against a usually oppres- 
sive monopoly, and the mob spirit is easily forced 
to the boiling point. The dispatches from Phila- 
delphia do not indicate that the strikers are par- 
ticipants in the riots. But it is sadly misdirected 
sympathy which manifests itself in such manner. 
It brings unionism into disrepute and decreases 
the chances of a settlement in any way favorable 
to the strikers. 

In Philadelphia order is the first requirement. 
The resumption of traffic is the second. After 
that arbitration is the one remedy. Neither a 
street railway company nor a union can withstand 
an award by arbitrators inspired to action by the 
desire to do exact jr®tice.

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SENATOR GORE OF OKLAHOMA.

Knowing from personal experience how unscru- 
pulously figures and facts are often cited in a run- 
ning partisan discussion, the Massachusetts schol- 
ar may have felt entirely safe in challenging the 
statistics given offhand by a man deprived of the 
use of his own eyes. He misjudged his opponent. 
Depending solely upon his memory, Senator Gore 
covered his protectionist critic with confusion by 
repeating in detail from the report of the Bureau 
of Corporations of Senator Lodze’s own State the 
official figures covering the capitalization, gurplus, 
net earnings and dividend rates ofa large num- 
ber of Massachusett:= mills. He did the same with 
50 cotton and woolen corporations. Probably no 
public man since Henry Fawcett, who became 
Postmaster-Gene-;* in Gladstone’s Cabinet in 
1880, after having been sightless for 28 years, has 
possessed so infallible a memory. 

The Senate has frequently had a taste of Sen- 
ator Gore’s wit during the tariff debate. No one 
has punctured more relentlessly the shams and 
fallacies of Senator Aldrich and the standpatters. 
In-the sharp give and take of a standing fight 
no Senator today is his equal. Modest, studious, 
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| Democrats have been, from the true course of hon-| 


est tariff revision. 


If there were more conscientious, clear-headed |, 


Democrats like him in the Senate his party would 
merit less contempt throughout the country be- 
cause of the conduct of its representatives in 
Washington.

| DECLARES DR. WOODROW WILSON 


Says Colleges Must Adapt Them- 
selves to Modern Life or Pass 


Out of Existence. 
SrRONCORD, =" "ve 4.—“‘Schools 
like this one and universities like 
Princeton must pass out of existence 
unless they adapt themselves to modern 
life,” said Dr. Woodrow Wilson today. 

The distinguished historian, who has 
been a professor in Princeton since 
1990, and is president sihce 1902, was 
speaking at a luncheon, one of the fea- 
tures of the closing days of anniversary 
week at St. Paul’s School, a widely 
known institution which prepares boys 
for college. Dr. Wilson in part said: 

‘The danger surrounding our modern 
education is the danger of wealth. I 
am sorry for the lad who is going to 
inherit money. I fear that the kind of 
men who are to share in shaping the 
future are not largely exemplified in 
schools and colleges. 

“So far as the colleges go, the side 
shows have swallowed up the circus 
and we in the main tent do not know 
what is going on. And I do not know 
that I want to continue under those 
conditions as a ringmaster. There are 
more honest occupations than teaching 
if you cannot teach.”

LIFE JOB WITH 
$20,000 SALARY 


Saturday Evening Post ‘*Who’s, 
Who—and Why” Writer 
Uncovers Fact. 


CORPORATION OFFER 
Lawyer Preferred to Go Into 
Courts Independent of Spe- 
cial Interests. 





In the course of human events fle 
Saturday Evening Post has reached 
Charles Nagel of St. Louis, Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor in the Cabinet 
of President Taft. The man who writes 
“Who's Who—and Why,” tn the Phila- 
delphia periodical comes forward with 
the information that 10 years ago Mr. 
Nagel received and refused an offer of 
$20,000 a year for life, active or dis- 
abled, with six months’ vacation annu- 
ally, if he would sign up with a cor- 
poration to let himself be owned and 
managed and made to do legal wor'x 
so long as he felt like working, until 
death did them part. 

Mr. Nagel, who is in St. Louis, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday 
that it is true he received such an 
offer, but he declined te state the name 
of his client. He satd he has had many 
offers of exclusive employment from 
corporations, but has declined them all, 
because he preferred to maintain an in- 
dependent law office, so that he ceuld 
go into court without being known as 
counsel for any special interest. 

“The Hundreth Man.” 

The Saturday Evening Post writer 
thinks 99 men in a hundred would have 
accepted the life service, and he pro- 
ceeds thus to talk about Mr. Nagel as 
“the hundredth man:”’ 

It was ten years ago that Mr. 
Nagel refused that proposition. Like 
as not, he hasn’t been serry since. 
If he has been he doesn’t show it, 
for he is having the time of his life 
in the Department of Commerce 
which Mr. Cortelyou started on a 
card-index plan, which Mr. Metcalf 
continued, adding voluminously te 
both cards and indexes, and which 
Mr. Straus buzzed about in for a. 
time. You see, Mr. Nagel is a tall, 
thin person who hates peace. Like- 
wise, he has decided views on being 
his own boss. Thus, when he hopped 


indexes, precedents, conventions and 
other perplexing paraphernalia with 
which they had managed to clutter 
that department in the six years of 
its existence, thé first thing he, did 
was to shout loudly for a long pole 
with a sharp point on the end, and 
taking the pole he began to stir ’em 
up. 
Will Face Stone Wall. 

He has stirred them up, all right. 
There are more department heads and 
bureau chiefs running around in cir- 
cles and creeping plaintively in Mr. 
Nagel's jurisdiction than elsewhere 
in-the known world. To be sure, he 
won’t get very far, but it is fun 
while he is at it. Presently the sys- 
tem will begin to close in, and Mr. 
Nagel will find himself facing that 
tall and thick stone wall knuwn as 
the that’s-the-way - it-has - always- 
been-done obstruction to new meth- 
ods and new men. 

It may take longer for Nagel to 
come to the unclimbablé, un-go- 
roundable, no-thoroughfare place, for 
he is a fighter. 

Nagel has been active in Missouri 
Republican politics fer a long time. 
He was a member of the Missouri 
Legislature for two or three years 
and president of the City Council for 
four. He has always been allied with 
the silk stocking element, which has 
put him in opposition to that sturdy 
warrior, Dick Kerens; not that Mr. 
Kerens does not wear silk socks, 
which he can and does, but that 
Kerens was on the plain-hose: side, 
whereupon there were some sanguin- 
ary battles, ever and anon, the same 
ending, it would appear, in the final 
triumph of Nagel, for he is in and 
Kerens isn't—yet. 

Tallest Man in Cabinet, 

He is the tallest man in the Cabi- 
net, overtopping Judge Dichinson by 
an inch or two, but lacking those 
redundant architectural features that 
make the Judge so massive a man, 
There isn’t a porte-cochere or % bow- 
window on Nagel. He extends di- 
rectly upward in a straight line to al- 
most four inches more than six feet, 
and has no particular or perceptible 
width. It wouldn’t be right to say he 
is thin, for it isn’t that. High for 
his breadth would be politer. Still, he 
is a mighty good-looking statesman, 
albeit the standard of manly beauty 
for the present administration is 
strictly avoirdupolis. 

Last fall he went to Chicago and 
took charge of the Western campaign 
for Mr. Taft. When things were in 
the doldrums Nagel stood up and 
pinned his faith to Grand Old Mis- 
sourl and the Grand Old Party sim- 
ultaneously, using a large and ornate 
pin—coupled them in the betting, as 
the racegoers say. Like as not he had 
a series of cold chills on_ election 
night, for if ever two candidates ran 
a@ neck-and-neck race Taft and Bryan 
did in Missouri, Finally Taft won by 
few hundreds, and after that it was 
certain Nagel could have a Cabinet 
place or anything else he wanted. 

So he was given Commerce and La- 
bor, and he came to Washington and 
looked it ever. He is leoking it over 
yet, looking it over and wondering 
hew about it; likewise, he is getting 
much valuable experience in the 
ways of Washington and the institu- 
tion that has its headquarters at 
Washington, but he is managing to 
be cheerful about it and is making 
much progress.

VEC SIMMONS 


“An Answer Is Unnecessary 
to the Associate of James E. 
Smith,” Says Governor. 





E. C. Simmons, chairman of the board 
of directors of the Simmons Hardware 
Co., told a Post-Dispatch reporter Fri- 
day that he was talking in a jocular 
vein®at the bank clerks’ banquet when 
he suggested a business men's political 
party. 

Mr. Simmons expressed surprise that 
his remarks were taken seriously, but 
added that there is an element of seri- 
ousness in the suggestion of a new party 
dominated by business men. 

“T was invited to attend the banquet 
and make an address,” said Mr. Sim- 
mons. “I accepted because the invi- 
tation was extended by young men, and 
I am always interested in the welfare 
of young people. They wanted me to 
tell them why prosperity has been ,ce- 
tarded. 

“I gave them my views, and then sug- 
fested that a remedy should be offered. 
I then spoke of the 100,000 or more com- 
mercial organizations in the United 
States, and that it would be a good idea 
to invite them to send representatives 
here to attend our Centennial and or- 
ganize a new business men’s party. 

“IT said the Democratic party is dead 
because it has no brains, and added that 
I am a Democrat. I was talking jocu- 
larly and took advantage of an opor- 
tunity to tickle Festus J. Wade by nomi- 
nating him for President on the new 
party ticket. 

“But I do think it would be a good 
idea to invite the representatives of 
these 100,000 organizations to 8t. Louis, 
and if one out of four responds we can 
have a great convention. 

“T was serious, too, in my suggestion 
that the presidential term be changed to 
eight years without the right of succes- 
sion. 

‘In referring to the change in presi- 
dents, I said I believed it had been ben- 
eficial to the country, and I remarked 
that I would welcome a change in gov- 
ernors at Jefferson City. I think there 
has been too much agitation and too 
much legislation. 

“T am certain that if the business men 
of the country had been in control vf 
affairs, prosperity would have been re- 
stored a year ago.”’ 


Has No Party Platform. 
Mr. Simmons said that he had no 


platform for the business men’s party. 
It has been suggested that the party 
might be called the ‘‘Sunshine Party,”’ 
in commemoration of the movement 
started in St. Louis by Mr. Simmons 
last fall to restore prosperity. 

Mr. Simmons said in the interview 
that the railroads would have spent 
millions of dollars in Missouri for im- 


CHEAP TELEGRAPH SERVICE 
PROMISED BY THE TELEPOST 


Improved Rapid Methods of Trans- 
mission Make the Low Rates 


Possible. 

Cheaper telegraph service will be af- 
forded by the Telepost Co., which has 
established an office in the Century 
Building in St. Louis. The system is 
now in operatio between §t. Louis, 
Springfield, Ill., and Sedalia, Mo. 

The local lines are being continued to 
Kansas City and also to Chicago. The 
St. Louls-Indianapolis connection is also 
under construction, the lines being up 
as far as Terre Haute. 

A rate of 25 cents for 25 words between 
any two points of the system, regard- 
less of distance, has been established. A 
rate of 25 cents for 50 words to be mailed 
at the receiving point to the addressee 
is also in force. There will be a tele- 
card of 10 words which may be sent for 
10 cents. . 

A line is now in operation between 
Portiand, Me., and Boston, and it is said 
to be carrying a heavy business satis- 
factorily to the users of the telegraph. 
The cheap rates are profitable owing to 
the rapid methods of transmission made 
possible by the inventions of Patrick B. 
Delaney, father of the system. 

From 1000 to 1200 words a minute can 
be transmitted, in characters, over the 
Telepost wires. A busfness house, if 
it so desires, may adopt a telegraphic 
code and have its messages transmitted 
over the Telepost wires without even the 
operator knowing the contents. This 
feature of the system insures absolute 
secrecy, as all the tapes on which the 
messages are transmitted are returned 
to the sender. 

Mr. Delaney came to the United States 
from Ireland while he was a young man. 
He has been in the telegraph business 
for many years, and has taken out 150 
patents on his inventions to improve the 
service. The British Government has 
purchased some of his patents. 

The’ Telepost Co. is capitalized under 
the laws of Maine for $18,000,000. The 
voting trustees are prohibited from 
merging, leasing or selling the Telepost 
lines to any rival company. The object 
of the Telepost Co. is to make certain 
that no rival will obtain control of the 
system and thus prevent the cheap and 
rapid transmission of telegrams. 

The St. Louis office of the company 
in the Century Building is in charge

of L. P. Custer. A good busi- 
ness has already been established 
between St. Louis and the points 


reached by the company's lines. It is 
proposed to build trunk lines across the 
entire country, making connections as 
rapidly a8 possible with all the large 
cities. 

The management of tire company, by 
taking advantage of the modern meth- 
ods of construction and utilizing the 
carrying capacity of the wires to the 
maximum, figures that the $18,000,000 
capital will afford the company ample 
facilities to compete with the Western 
Union, ‘which is capitalised for $136,- 
000,000. It is estimated that the cost of 
the Telepost lines between New York 
and Chicago will be $1,373,120, and that
